The kind, soft-spoken, sincere Town Clerk, Mortimer C. Dennett, who offered 
his wisdom, advice, knowledge and assistance, willingly and freely to all who sought 
it, is not here with us any longer. 


His political career began when he was named to serve on the Welfare Board of 
this Town, prior to the day when the state took over operation of the department. 
In 1952, he was named assistant Town Clerk. The following year, he was named 
Town Clerk by the Board of Selectmen, filling the unexpired term of Clarence 
Arnold, who resigned on May 31, 1953. In the March town election of 1954, he 
was elected Town Clerk, a position he continued to hold for twenty years. Never 
opposed in his bid for the post, Dennett was always one of the top vote getters at 
Town Elections, evidence of his popularity among the residents of the Town. 


In years following his retirement from Draper Corporation, he appeared at his 
office nearly every day and remained there most of the day, despite the fact that 
the position is classified as a part-time position. 


Interested in history, he was one of the few remaining residents who could tell 
you of the early days of the town. A call to his office would reveal all the informa- 
tion one could wish to know about any of the early families, events, conditions or 
businesses in the town. 


He possessed the ability to make one always feel welcome, and one never left 
his office with the feeling that they were delaying him or that he was too busy for 
them, despite the fact that the Town Clerk’s job is a busy one, with much detail to 
be handled. 

Mort was a man truly devoted to his job, which was basically one of personally 
serving the residents of the town that he loved. A man who spent many devoted 
hours preparing for elections, seeing to it that they were conducted according to 
all rules, that the vote was counted efficiently and that results were phoned into 
appropriate state offices and to the press before he went home to catch a few hours 
sleep. A man, who even though the count came in during the earliest hours of the 
morning, returned to his office after a short rest to complete election details and 
begin preparing for the annual town meeting that night. 


His presence and the friendly ““Good morning, may I help you?” from the man 
who so faithfully served the townspeople for more than twenty years will be great- 
ly missed.

| Report of the 
Hopedale 


Town Finance Committee 


to the 


Annual Town Meeting 


May 6, 1974 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HOPEDALE: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided in the town by-laws, the Finance Com- 
mittee has given careful consideration to all Articles in the Town Warrant, of both 
the Annual and Special Town Meetings, involving the expenditure of money and 
presents herewith its recommendations. 


The only exception to the above is the matter of a new well which appears under 
Article 3 of the Special Town Meeting Warrant. At the time of this printing your 
Finance Committee was not presented with any concrete figures as to cost and 
since no actual appropriation request was made we have no alternative but to make 
no recommendation. 2 


A unique difference of this report as compared to prior year reports is that we 
did not compare the 1975 Fiscal Year recommendations with the appropriations 
of our 18 month year. The reason being that we were of the opinion that such a 
comparison would serve no useful purpose, but in fact, would only add another 
column of figures to confuse you as you prepare to vote on where your tax dollar 
will go. 


You will also observe that this report has not allocated any space for the Finance 
Committee to list cuts and action taken by us in an attempt to lead you to believe 
that we, The Finance Committee, can hold our heads high and shout out, ““We Did 
It For You.” On the contrary, it was the dedicated work and tremendous coopera- 
tion of your Selectmen and Department Heads that made it possible for us to pre- 
sent to you a total appropriation that will show no increase in taxes for fiscal year 
1975. 


REVENUE SHARING 
The town of Hopedale to date 4/30/74 has received Revenue Sharing Funds 
totaling $206,134. The Finance Committee has estimated that our entitlement for 
fiscal year ’75 to be $85,192. 
It is the recommendation of the Finance Committee after discussion with the 


Selectmen and other town officials that $91,315.00 be transferred to the Police 
Budget. (Article #2 Special Town Meeting.) 
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ARTICLES 


Article #3 is the principal appropriations, covering the operating expenses of 
the town, and other recurring items such as Bond retirement and interest. While 
all of these items will be brought before the Town Meeting under one article, any 
of them may be discussed or acted upon separately. 


ARTICLE #1 — SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


The Finance Committee recommends the transfer of $44,368 to the Highway 
Department. This is the sum of money which was Hopedale’s share under the 
State’s distribution of Chapter 1140 Funds. It is a one time distribution to be used 
by the Highway Department only. (Must be expended before December 31, 1974.) 


ARTICLE #22 — REGULAR TOWN MEETING 


The Finance Committee recommends the following transfers from available 
cash: $40,840 from free cash, $5,000 from the Isabella Chase Fund, $46,608 from 
prior year tax collections for a total of $92,488. ) 


Except as otherwise noted in the foregoing, the Finance Committee recommends 
the approval of all articles as presented, involving the expenditure of money. 


If all recommendations are approved, there will be a total appropriation of 
$2,204,014.00 with transfers of $228,129.00 from free cash and other available 
funds. A net total of $1,595,363.90 will be used by the Assessors in fixing the tax 
rate. Information received from the Assessors is that the assessed evaluation of the 
Town is $24,121 ,640.00

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


“Values have shrunken to fantastic levels; taxes have risen; our ability to pay 
has fallen; government of all kinds is faced by serious curtailment of income; the 
means of exchange are frozen in the currents of trade; the withered leaves of indus- 
trial enterprise lie on every side; farmers find no market for their produce; the sav- 
ings of many years in thousands of families are gone. More important, a host of un- 
employed citizens face the grim problem of existence, and an equally great number 
toil with little return.” Sounding similar to the state of the current economy, these 
words uttered forty-two years ago by Franklin D. Roosevelt in his First Inaugural, 
have a special meaning for all of us today. Just as President Roosevelt, federal, state 
and local officials sought solutions to the pressing economic problems of their time, 
your Selectmen along with countless other local officials across the Nation have ad- 
ministered the municipal affairs during 1974 against a background of national eco- 
nomic crisis. We can report to you that, to the extent that this crisis could be ad- 
dressed locally, Hopedale has enjoyed modest success in dealing with the situation. 
However, it appears that the economic conditions of the nation will remain the 
greatest external force adversely affecting the government of Hopedale during 1975. 


Your Board of Selectmen held 26 regular meetings, 3 special meetings, and 
several administrative sessions during 1974. In the past year, the Board processed 
and issued 34 zoning permits, including 7 referred to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
for the requisite hearing. The Board renewed two licenses for package stores and 
one club license, plus 2 one-day beer and wine licenses for a total of $40.00. The 
amount of $1,011.50 was remitted to the Selectmen by the Inspector of Wires, 
Albert J. Shimkus, as income from 54 wire inspections in accordance with the new 
schedule of fees approved by the Board during this year. Under the provisions of 
Chapter 140, Sec. 157, M.G.L., 7 hearings were held on dog complaints and appro- 
priate action taken. 


Acting in accordance with the vote of the Annual Town Meeting, the Board 
directed the Town Counsel, Attorney Robert S. Phillips, to represent the Town on 
several matters. The Board wishes to take this opportunity to commend Atty. | 
Phillips for his successful appeal of the State Tax Commission Valuation of Town 
property which resulted in a favorable judgment by the Appellate Tax Board, sig- 
nificantly improving the amount of state aid for Hopedale. Town Counsel has also 
worked closely with the Selectmen on the matter of the takeover of the Rockwell 
Sewer Treatment Plant as authorized by vote of the Adjourned Town Meeting of 
June 12, 1972. Regrettably, we must report very little progress on this project dur- 
ing the past year as a result of legal delays and bureaucratic red tape at the State and 
Federal levels. Atty. Phillips also represented the Board and residents of the Drift- 
way—Dutcher Street section of the community before the Milford Zoning Board of 
Appeals to successfully argue for provisions to protect that area from flooding 
caused by construction in Milford. 
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The Selectmen again played an active role in the Massachusetts Selectmen’s 
Association in efforts by that group to increase state aid to the cities and towns 
and to strengthen local home rule. Chairman of Selectmen, Richard T. Moore, who 
served as Chairman of the Association’s Legislative Committee this year, was elected 
as First Vice President of the Association for 1975. In that capacity, Selectman 
Moore will be in a position to communicate the local government viewpoint on 
various issues to the new Governor. Mr. Moore was also elected Chairman of the 
Worcester County Advisory Board. This is a new agency established by legislation 
passed in 1973 to review county budgets which have a significant effect on local 
property tax rates. 


Several steps were taken by the Selectmen during the year designed to 
strengthen administration. Through the use of federal manpower funds, the Board 
established the position of Administrative Assistant to the Board of Selectmen, and 
Bernard J. Stock, a Viet Nam Veteran, was appointed in October. In his brief tenure 
to date, Mr. Stock has served with distinction and dedication. The Board also re- 
ceived approval from the Massachusetts State Internship Office for two college stu- 
dents through the work-study program to provide clerical assistance at no cost to 
the Town. Miss Catherine Mendykowski served as Assistant Town Clerk, completing 
a major review and re-organization of Town By-Laws and Miss Deborah Norling 
developed an inventory of capital equipment. 


In February, through the efforts of the Selectmen, Hopedale was designated 
as the administrative center of the Blackstone Valley Consortium for the new Com- 
prehensive Employment and Training Act (C.E.T.A.) federal manpower program. 
This program provides much needed clerical and maintenance personnel at no cost 
to the Town. The CETA program, as well as our surplus property program and the 
summer internships, are a major source of needed personnel and equipment at little 
or no cost to Hopedale property taxpayers. If we fail to utilize these valuable pro- 
grams we would simply be supporting them for other communities through our fed- 
eral and state tax dollars while receiving no benefits. We believe it would be irrespon- 
sible for us to ignore such programs. 


Perhaps the most significant action of the Board of Selectmen in terms of the 
future was the development of a Long Range Planning Conference to plan the future 
direction of the community. As responsible public officials, we must make an effort 
to plan ahead, to suggest options to our fellow residents, to act rather than react to 
the problems which will develop. The agenda for the future requires that we confront 
these complex issues and begin to resolve the many questions involved. The Board has 


scheduled the first planning session for early 1975 and has invited town officials and 
the general public to join in this effort. 
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The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all of the Town departments and 
officers for the cooperation they have given the Board in 1974. We especially want 
to express our gratitude to all residents of Hopedale for their continued support 
and assistance. We welcome suggestions and comments from our fellow residents 
regarding the administration of the community in an effort to continue to improve 
Our service to the townspeople.

REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


The Town Clerk,in practically all instances, is the custodian of all official town 
records which have been compiled and filed in his office. Records of births, marriages 
and deaths, as well as all the votes taken at Town Meetings, are complete from the 
year 1886, when the Town was incorporated and separated from the Town of Mil- 
ford. In this office, the records of the Registrars of Voters are also maintained, as the 
Town Clerk is ex-officio of that board. 


Many legal requirements at the time of a Town Meeting are discharged by the 
Town Clerk. All by-laws and amendments, voted by the meetings, must be submitted 
to the Attorney General for his approval. Unless this is obtained, the By-Laws or 
Amendments do not become effective. If approval is received, then the By-laws or 
Amendments must be published three times, a week apart in the local newspaper, 
before they become valid. 


Chattel mortgages, including those on automobiles and household goods, must 
also be recorded and discharged with the Town Clerk. Marriage intentions are filed 
and marriage licenses issued by this office. Other licenses issued include those for 
hunting and fishing, dog licenses, and renewal permits for storage of gasoline. 


The Town Clerk has many duties concerning elections, including the process- 
ing of nomination papers, the printing of the ballots for Town elections, the super- 
vision of elections and its workers, and the compilation of the total vote cast for 
each candidate.

REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


[ submit my second report to you as your appointed Town Counsel. There 
are no lawsuits pending against the Town or legal claims of any kind at this writing. 


During the past year I represented the Selectmen in the Third District Court 
of Southern Worcester on an appeal by a citizen from their order, after a proper 
hearing, ordering a dog to be confined for a period of time. The decision of the 
Selectmen was reaffirmed and upheld by the Court. I also represented the Town 
before the Industrial Accident Board in a claim filed by a former employee. The 
claim was dismissed by the Board. 


The most important litigation involving the Town was our appeal to the 
Appellate Tax Board of a determination by the State Tax Commission that our total 
property valuation was $43,000,000. This determination, if allowed to stand, would 
have substantially reduced all of our state grants and increased all of our county pay- 
ments causing a substantial increase in the amount to be raised by local taxation. 


Acting upon instructions of the Selectmen, I filed an appeal of the proposed 
valuation with the State Appellate Tax Board. The case was heard in Boston in 
_ August, and after briefs were filed by both sides the Appellate Tax Board rendered 


a decision on November 15, 1974, reducing the State Tax Commission valuation 
down to $35,000,000. 
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This was an increase of only $3,000,000 over our previous $32,000,000 
valuation, an increase of only 9.4%, and reduced the Tax Commission’s figure by 
19%. Our efforts were worthwhile since the decision gave us the lowest rate of 
increase in the State and third highest decrease in proposed figures. The Selectmen 
are to be commended for their awareness in supporting the appeal. Only 49 cities 
and towns in the State appealed, and of these only 15 won So cgitines before the 
Appellate Tax Board. 


As a rule of thumb, the higher your state valuation, the lower your state aid 
and the more each taxpayer has to pay out of his pocket to make up the costs of 
local government. 


Since our hearing the local assessment picture has been complicated by the 
ruling of the Supreme Court in the case of the Town of Sudbury vs. the State Tax 
Commission, wherein the Supreme Judicial Court held that all local assessors are 
required to assess real estate as so called “fair market value” or “‘full cash value.” 


At this writing it is not clear how this decision will be implemented. Legisla- 
tion has been proposed by opposed mayors and other groups seeking to nullify the 
Court decision. It would appear that Hopedale, having had its full value set by the 
Appellate Tax Board, is in a good position to proceed slowly towards implementa- 
tion of any further Tax Commission directives, and I so advise your Board. 


Before leaving this subject, I must publicly acknowledge the assistance and 
cooperation of Mr. Alfred A. Norman, Chairman of the Board of Assessors. His 
knowledge of the local assessing practice and his expert testimony before the Ap- 
pellate Tax Board was a most important factor in our favor. We could not have pre- 
vailed without him. 


The matter of the takeover of the former Draper Sewer plant continues to be 
tied up in bureaucratic red tape and regulations despite the best efforts of the Select- 
men, Sewer Commissioners, engineers and Rockwell officials to get the transfer 
concluded. 


Mr. James Chandler of the Hopedale plant and Mr. Arnold Canfield, General 
Counsel in the Pittsburgh office have been most cooperative. We have in our pos- 
session all documents required for the transfer; there appears to be 90% Federal and 
: State grants available for construction of treatment facilities. Unfortunately no one 
| on the State Water Pollution level appears to be in a position to give the approval 
for our plans. 
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The problem appears to be that the various agencies are setting criteria for 
the discharge of effluent from the plant into the Mill River, which the present state 
of engineering technology cannot accomplish. Thus, our engineer cannot get his 
plans approved. Now it has been suggested by the State that we conduct a labora- 
tory experiment at a cost of $10,000 to see if there is some solution to the discharge 


problems they have raised. Based upon our past experience it would be fair to assume © 


that when the experiment is concluded the agencies involved will have some other 
new, untested and unknown criteria. Thus, any predictions as to the on line status of 
a sewer plant are exceedingly nebulous. 


In addition to the foregoing major items, I have rendered various opinions to 
the Selectmen and the various Boards in the Town, and have provided day to day 
general legal assistance as required. 

I thank all Town employees and Town officers for their cooperation during 


the year and my particular appreciation to Mrs. Virginia Cyr, who has to bear the 
daily burden of my dual capacity.

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MINUTES OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 6, 1974 


A special Town Meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Town Moderator, 
Edwin A. Howard. Selectman Richard T. Moore made a 


Motion: Meeting to be recessed subject to the call of the chair, in order 
that the large number of people in attendance might be seated. 


The motion was carried on a voice vote. 


Prior to the start of the meeting (at 7:22 p.m.) the ballot box was checked and 
was found to be empty and the register was set at zero by Town Clerk Atty. 
Robert S. Phillips. 


Observing this procedure were School Superintendent Donald S. Dow, Select- 
men Richard T. Moore, John A. Hayes and Robert M. Phillips, Hopedale Regional 
Planning Committee chairman Walter O. Hoffman, Moderator Edwin A. Howard. — 


In order to make available seats for the 725 voters present, Moderator Howard 
called upon Highway Department Foreman John Johnson to obtain additional 
chairs at Memorial School. The chairs were obtained and then they were set up in 
the aisles and at the front of the auditorium. Voting booths, the ballot box and 
counter’s table were moved from the auditorium to the hall at the rear of the room 


in order to facilitate voting later in the evening. Seating on the stage was also made 
available to voters. 


The equipment was moved from the hall by members of Explorer Post 267, wh 
had requested special permission to sit in on the meeting. Permission was tentativel 
granted to the request by Moderator Howard, with the provision that there was 
sufficient seating for registered voters. The group did remain through the meeting. 


At 8:10 p.m. the workers for the voting were requested to come to the front

Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, Richard T. Moore, explained to those 
present the Board’s opposition to approval of the regionalization article, as did 
Selectman John A. Hayes and former Selectman Carl R. Bresciani who held the 
office when the Selectmen’s decision was made. 


Dr. Vincent J. Arone of the School Committee then spoke, taking exception 
with Selectman Moore’s stand as an educator and administrator. 


Judge Francis Larkin then asked to speak on the matter, speaking in opposition 
to the regionalization proposal, both as an educator and resident of the town. 


School Committeeman Vincent Rubeo also spoke in favor of acceptance of the 
proposal. 


Henry L. Cyr spoke in opposition to acceptance of the proposal. Paul Francis, 
a member of the school regionalization committee, spoke in favor of the article. 
Edward Condon, chairman of the Planning Board spoke in opposition. Harold 
Ward, a member of the Housing Authority, spoke on behalf of residents living on 


fixed incomes, opposing the passage of the article because of the cost, which it was 
felt by him would be excessive to these residents. 
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Mr. Howard asked if anyone in the music room wished to be heard. Upon hear- 
ing no request from those seated in that area, Mr. Howard asked that those stand- 
ing in the hallway come into the auditorium and that the vote would begin.

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MINUTES OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
September 30, 1974 


Town Moderator, Edwin A. Howard, called the meeting to order in the Winburn 
A. Dennett Auditorium at the High School Building, promptly at 7:30 P.M. with 
73 voters present. 


Moderator Howard announced at the outset of the meeting that several residents 
from Hopkinton, and Leo Peters of the firm of Weston and Sampson, consulting 
engineers for the Water Commissioners had requested permission to attend the 
meeting. He asked if there were any objections, and none being registered, allowed 
Mr. Peters and the Hopkinton residents to remain in the auditorium. 


On a motion made by Richard T. Moore, and duly seconded that the reading of 
the warrant be dispensed with. 


Town Clerk Robert S. Phillips read the posting information for the warrant, 
attested to by Constable W. Chester Sanborn.

the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow the sum of $40,000, and to 
issue bonds or notes therefor, payable in accordance with the provisions of MGLA, 
Chapter 44, Section 7, Clause 3, as amended; so that the whole loan shall be pay- 
able in not more than 20 years from date of issue, or such earlier time as the Trea- 
surer may determine. 


Note: Finance Committee Chairman Victor Lamothe reported to voters present 
that the Finance Committee had given its unanimous vote in recommendation of 
the favorable action on the article. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate or transfer 
from available funds, a sum of money for reconstruction and lighting of two tennis 
courts and for the resurfacing of the basketball courts in the Town Park, or take 
any action in relation thereto. 


On a motion made by Charles Hensel, Jr., and duly seconded, and receiving 37 
affirmative standing votes and 28 negative standing votes, it was 


Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate by transfer from available funds 
the sum of $18,500 for the reconstruction and lighting of two tennis courts in the 
Town Park and for the resurfacing of the basketball court in the Town Park. Said 
monies to be expended under the direction of the Park Commissioners. 


Note: Finance Committee Chairman Lamothe reported that his committee had 
unanimously recommended against favorable action on this article.

Do you approve of the adoption of an amendment to the constitution summar- 
ized below, which was approved by the General Court in a joint session of the two 
branches held August 25, 1971, received 212 votes in the affirmative and 39 in the 
negative, and in a joint session of the two branches held June 6, 1973, received

SUMMARY. The proposed constitutional amendment, if approved, would re- 
place the present Article 52 of the Articles of Amendment to the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth and would empower the General Court, by concurrent vote of

SUMMARY. The proposed constitutional amendment, if approved, would pro- 
vide for a census in the year 1975 and every tenth year thereafter of the inhabi- 
tants of each city and town as a basis for determining the representative, senatorial 
and councillor districts for the ten year period beginning with the first Wednesday 
in the fourth January following the taking of the census, provided that the districts 
as established based on the 1971 census shall terminate on the first Wednesday in 
January, 1979.

Under the proposed amendment, the House of Representatives would consist of 
160 members, in contrast to the present membership of 240, and the Senate of 
40 members. The General Court would, at.its first regular session after the year in 
which the census is taken, divide the Commonwealth into 160 representative dis- 
tricts and 40 senatorial districts of contiguous territory so that each representative 
and each senator will represent an equal number of inhabitants as nearly as may 
be; and such districts shall be formed, as nearly as may be, without uniting two 
counties or parts of two or more counties and, with respect to representative dis- 
tricts, without uniting, as nearly as may be, two towns or parts of two or more 
towns, two cities or parts of two or more cities, or a city and a town, or parts of 
cities and towns, into one district, and without dividing any town containing less 
than 2500 inhabitants. The General Court would be permitted to pass laws to limit 
the time within which judicial proceedings may be instituted calling in question any 
such division. The proposed amendment further provides that every representative, 
for one year at least immediately preceding his election, shall have been an inhabi- 
tant of the district for which he is chosen, and every senator shall be an inhabitant 
of this Commonwealth for five years at least preceding his election and at the time 
of his election shall be an inhabitant of the district for which he is chosen. Every 
representative and senator shall cease to represent his district when he shall cease 
to be an inhabitant of the Commonwealth.

SUMMARY. The proposed constitutional amendment would repeal section 2 of 
Article 46 of the Articles of Amendments to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth (the ‘‘anti-aid amendment”, so-called), and replace it with a new section 2, 
for the purpose of allowing grants in aid to private higher educational institutions 
or to students, or parents or guardians of students, attending such institutions. 


The proposed amendment would delete the first clause of the present section 2, 
which requies that all moneys raised by taxation in the towns and cities for the 
support of public schools, and all moneys appropriated by the Commonwealth for 
the support of common schools shall be applied to or expended in only those 
schools conducted according to law under the order and superintendence of the 
authorities of the town or city in which the money is expended. The effect of the 
deletion of the first clause of section 2 would be to remove the constitutional pro- 
hibition against the use of public moneys, which have been raised by taxation or 
appropriated for support of public schools, for grants in aid to private higher 
educational institutions or to students, or parents or guardians of students, attend- 
ing such institutions. 


The proposed amendment would also alter the second clause of the present 
section 2 by removing the prohibition against a grant, appropriation or use of pub- 
lic money or property or loan of public credit by the Commonwealth or any polit- 
ical subdivision for the purpose of founding, maintaining or aiding any school or 
institution of learning, whether under public control or otherwise, wherein any 
denominational doctrine is inculcated, or any other school or any college which is 
not publicly owned and under the exclusive control, order and superintendence of 
public officers or public agents.

SUMMARY. Provisions of the act establish an independent Corrupt Practices 
Commission, with five members to be appointed by the Governor to staggered five 
year terms. The Commission has subpoena powers and is to investigate, by means 
of secret hearings, candidates’ compliance with all state and federal laws relating to 
political campaign contributions and expenditures and corrupt practices. If probable 
cause is shown, the Commission is required to direct the Attorney General to take 
further action in the proper form and is required to make public a report of such 
action. In cases involving the campaign practices of the Attorney General himself, 
a special attorney is to be appointed. If no probably cause is shown, the Commis- 
sion is to state so publicly. 


Further, the proposed act extends the application of the current statute regard- 
ing the disclosure of campaign expenditures and contributions, to all candidates for 
office above the town and city level, with the exception of President and Vice 
President of the United States. The act requires all such candidates to receive and 
disburse all amounts greater than $25 by check, and makes it a crime to knowingly 
receive cash payment from a candidate or his committee for a service costing more 
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than $25. The act also requires candidates to designate a single bank as depository 
of funds and as recordkeeper, with records of receipts and expenditures to be open 


to public scrutiny. 


Provisions of the act extend present campaign spending limits to cover all media 
expenses and require all media firms (including: television, radio, newspaper, bill- 
board, magazine, advertising, public relations, printing, opinion polling, computer, 
telephone, telegraph) to report the purchase of media services by candidates. Media 
expenses of candidates for the offices of district attorney, clerk of court, register of 
probate and insolvency, register of deeds, county commissioner, county treasurer 
and sheriff are limited to $.07 for each resident of the respective electoral district. 
Other provisions of the act require candidates, upon official announcement or filing 
of nomination papers, to report all political receipts and expenditures since the date | 
of the last general election for the office sought, and count such expenditures | 
toward spending limits. The act also limits candidates to one political committee. 


The act establishes a maximum penalty of one year imprisonment and/or 
$10,000 fine for individuals engaged in corrupt practices, and a $50,000 fine for | 
corporations so involved. In addition, the Attorney General is permitted to bring 
an action for the removal of a candidate whose election was materially aided by 
corrupt practices on the part of the candidate or one acting in his behalf, where 
such removal is otherwise authorized by law.

The Article was passed by a 
vote of 38 in the affirmative and 22 opposed. 


| The process was completed in late December of the year. It included scraping

of some 25—30 thousand dollars. We have the loam stockpiled in the rear of the 
playground. The rough area has been graded. 


It can now be visualized that the park may be completed in several years. In 
the upcoming year we hope to finish the little league field, the regulatian size 
field and sodding or seeding of the area. 


Also, the Commission has viewed the Landfill site operation of Farrar & Carty 
and determined, to the best of their ability, that no Hatch Act violation was 
involved.

For two decades, the most serious problem facing this Department, and the 
community, was the inadequate supply of water. After several studies and a 
determination that all existing well fields had been employed, the Board of Water 
Commissioners recommended a study be made of the feasibility of using Hopedale 
Pond as a source of water to supplement current sources. As authorized by vote of 
the Special Town Meeting, September 30, 1974, the Commissioners retained Wes- 
ton and Sampson Engineers to conduct such a study. The report of this study, due 
in mid 1975, should offer plans for the development of the future water supply of 
Hopedale.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Sewer Commissioners was created, primarily, because of the im- 
pending takeover of the Rockwell International-owned sewer system. It was our 
intent and our hope that the takeover would be either completed or near comple- 
tion at this time. Unfortunately, we are no closer to that reality this year than we 
were a year ago. 


The main problem exists with bureaucratic red tape. This Board, the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Counsel, and members representing Rockwell International have 
been in constant communication with State and Federal officials, striving to dis- 
solve whatever problems existed, all without tangible results. Both state and federal 
agencies are in constant disagreement on varying issues, thus further compounding 
the problem. 
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As time goes on, costs for construction and operation increase and environmen- 
tal requirements become exceedingly stringent. The Board of Sewer Commissioners 
is, however, continuing preparations for an eventual takeover of the system. Permits 
have been prepared, and are ready to be filed with the appropriate agencies when 
the time arises. Billing to town residents for use of the system has also been dis- 
cussed. 


It is exceedingly unfortunate that where we have a situation where leaders of 
industry and leaders of the community are attempting to resolve serious problems 
of common concern to both, we are seemingly frustrated by “so-called” public 
servants at every level. 


This year tie-ins were completed for the Villa Drive residents and the addition 
to the Hopedale Housing Authority Project. We are pleased to report that the Hous- 
ing Project was completed with a substantial savings to the town. Proper planning 
made it possible for us to save more than 400 feet of sewer pipe. Much credit goes 
to the working relationships that were prevalent between this Board and the repre- 
sentatives of the project. 


Please be assured that the Board of Sewer Commissioners will endeavor to be 
pursuant in all matters relevant to the takeover of the sewer plant. It is our fervent 
hope that this matter will become a reality and the result of this can appear in our 
next annual report.

An adult swim- 
ming program was initiated at the pond this summer. During the evenings, inter- 
ested adults were taught basic swimming, and instructed in water safety. We hope 
next season that many more people will take advantage of this valuable and fun 
program. 


The 1974 Aquatic Management Program at Hopedale Pond attained the desired 
results of maintaining the pond’s aesthetic appearance and enhancing its recreation- 


al use. The Allied Biological Control Cooperation will treat the pond again this 
season.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


Many projects were completed during this year. Employees of the department, 
working under force account provisions, completed work on reconstruction and 
widening of Hopedale Street Extension, from Dutcher Street to the Red Shop at 
Freedom Street. Because of the new, improved surface, two-way traffic was rein- 
stated on that section of road. Because of the narrowness of the street previously, 
there has been one-way traffic only. 


The bridge on Mill Street was repaired and improved during the summer. Old 
Hartford Turnpike and Highland Street were sealed and given a new surface. 


New surfaces were applied to Hopedale Street’s easterly sidewalk from Adin to 
Mendon Streets; Chapel, Union, Green, Hopedale Street Extension, Peace, Hope 
and Draper sidewalks. 


The sum of $44,368 was received from the state under provisions of Chapter 
1140. Also received was the sum of $26,621 which was allocated by voters for 
work on Hopedale Street Extension and Freedom Street. The sum of $44,368 was 
allocated for use in reducing the department’s budget. 


During the summer months, several young people were employed under 
federally-funded programs. Recently, another employee has been assigned to the 
department under similar programs. 


Early in December, the department received the sum of $17,686.50 as one-half 
the amount due the town under provisions of Chapter 825. 
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Figures and measurements were compiled for the town’s participation in the 
state-funded street striping program, which is expected to begin early in 1975. 


During the year several meetings were held between the Board of Road Com- 
missioners, Board of Selectmen and County officials to discuss Chapter 90 projects. 


Two new pieces of equipment were purchased through the year; one a catch 
basin cleaner unit, with many adaptable uses, and the other a pick-up truck. The 
pick-up truck was purchased with fund$ received under Chapter 1140 provisions. 
The catch basin cleaner unit has proved to be worth its cost, and has been put to 
extensive use. 
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Several catch basins in the town required repairing and work was done on them 
to remedy the problems. 


Leaf removal became a problem in the fall, as leaves were late in falling from the 
trees, and appeared to fall all at one time. Further complicating the problem was 
the fact that despite repeated requests, residents continued to rake leaves into the 
gutters and roadways. 
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The first appreciable snowfall of the 1974-75 season arrived during the early 
hours of Christmas morning. The employees worked until 7 p.m. Christmas Day, 
plowing, salting and sanding as the mixture of snow and sleet fell through the day.

The Librarian respectfully submits the 89th annual report. 


During the year, the Bancroft Memorial Library has continued to serve the pub- 
lic as efficiently as possible. We are glad to report a slight increase in our circulation. 
The Library is used a great deal for reference and information. 


There were 172 new borrowers registered during the year, 81 in the Children’s 
Room, 83 in the Adult section, and 12 at the Branch. 


Mrs. Barbara Turner resigned from the Board of Trustees in the Fall and Mrs. 
Barbara Allen was appointed to fill out the unexpired term. 


Cynthia Mendykowski, the assistant in the Children’s Room, left in June as she 
was to enter college in September. Laura Bucchino, a junior in the High School, 
was engaged to take her place. 


National Library Week was observed in April with both adult and children’s 
books on display. The three third grade classes visited the library. Children’s Book 
Week was observed in November with just children’s books on display. Mrs. Hatter- 
sley visited the three sixth grades at Dutcher Street School to show some of her new 
books and give some short reviews. 


In December, Mrs. O’Connor’s fifth grade class visited the Children’s Room. Four 
story hours were held during the year.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Hopedale School Committee and 
the Citizens of Hopedale 


The size of the Hopedale School Committee remained at five members during 
1974. However, the March elections brought two new members to the Committee 
in the persons of Mr. David Beard, a teacher in the town of Framingham and for- 
merly a teacher in the Hopedale Schools, and Attorney David Pagnini, who replaced 
Mr. Walter Hoffman and Mr. Bernard Marcus, neither of whom ran for reelection to 
their respective seats. The pattern of the activity of the School Committee was nor- 
mal during 1974 with fifteen regular and special meetings being held for the conduct 
of school business. Mr. Walter Hoffman served as Chairman of the School Committee 
for the months of January and February and was succeeded as Chairman by Dr. 
William Fitzgerald, who presided for the balance of the year. 


The members of the School Committee were active in their participation in state 


and regional activities of the Massachusetts Association of School Committees and 
four of their members attended the fall conference of that group in Hyannis. 
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There were three items of major importance to the future of Hopedale education 
which occurred during 1974. The first involved a vote by the members of the com- 
munity on the question of school regionalization between the Hopedale Schools 
and the Mendon-Upton School District. The sentiments expressed at the town meet- 
ing, although varied, made it clear to the School Committee that the majority of the 
taxpayers of Hopedale want to maintain an independent school system. The positive 
aspect of this decision, of course, is that the strength of the feelings of the towns- 
people with respect to the quality of the school programs and the offerings to the 
students of the Hopedale Schools, is to be seen as a vote of confidence for the 
School Committee members in the past, as well as the members of the staff and 
administration within the schools. 


On the other hand, the economic and instructional impact of the decision has 
received wide discussion, particularly the ability of a small school to continue a 
wide range of choice in programs to its student body, and to continue to maintain 
a level of quality that the community has come to expect. It has been recognized 
by most participants in the discussions that the per-pupil-cost will increase dispro- 
portionately as the district size decreases; however, one of the benefits of living and 
working in New England, is that the annual town meeting provides a forum for citi- 
zens of a community to reflect concerns to their elected officials, and it was felt 
that it was the duty of the School Committee to maintain the wishes of the towns- 
people. 


The second major event to affect the Hopedale Schools this year, was the retire- 
ment of Mr. Donald Dow from the position of Superintendent of Schools. He was a 
man whose name has been synonymous with education in Hopedale for the last 
thirty years, serving the system in the positions of teacher, principal and superintend- 
ent. In acknowledgment and appreciation of the years of contribution to the Hope- 
dale Schools, Mr. Dow was honored at a retirement reception sponsored jointly by 
the School Committee, the Hopedale Alumni Association and the Union Church of 
Hopedale. 


Following a five month search and interview procedure, the Hopedale School 
Committee appointed Mr. Donald A. Hayes, then Assistant Superintendent of | 
Schools in Somers, Connecticut, as the successor to Mr. Dow as the Superintendent | 
of Schools in Hopedale, to a three-year contract beginning September 1, 1974. 


The third major item of impact in this year, was the effect of the new legislation 
called Chapter 766, or the Special Education Law. Despite the fact that Hopedale 
has had a reasonably wide range of the special education services, in both the pre- 
ventive and remedial level in the past, the specific requirements of the statutes and 
the mandated service levels contained within it,-will require increased budgetary . 
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outlays for aspects of programs that have not previously been a part of the total 
effort. In an effort to meet at least a part of its obligation under the law, the School 
Committee became a member, along with eight other communities in the Blackstone 
Valley, of the first special needs collaborative in the Commonwealth, called the 
Blackstone Valley Special Needs Collaborative. The primary purpose of this collab- 
orative, will be to assist the small communities in developing programs for low inci- 
dence disabilities. The first year of the collaborative has been developed as a plan- 
ning year. Anticipated in the 1975-76 school year will be an increase in the direct 
service delivery of the collaborative agencies to member towns at a greatly reduced 
cost compared to the provision of those services on a local level. 


Other events of significance that were initiated or continued this year by the 
School Committee included a change in our athletic league membership from the 
Tri-County League to the Dual Valley League. The change was brought about pri- 
marily because of our decreasing enrollment and our projected inability to remain 
competitive in the Tri-Valley League with schools who are continuing to increase 
in size. In hindsight, this decision seems to have been an appropriate one as the 
level of competition in the new league has been good. 


Federal grants for the Title | Summer School Program at Memorial School were 
received last year in the amount of $9,969. The summer program has become a 
regular part of the total school offerings, and was continued pretty much as it had 
been in the past. 


Miss Joyce Ripley, sixth grade teacher at Dutcher Street School, was awarded a 
Sabbatical Leave to pursue advanced graduate study at the University of Massachu- 
setts. 


The policies of the Hopedale School Committee were completed in draft form 
through the use of federally funded personnel. The Committee has undertaken the 
task of reducing those policies to workable form for the up-coming year. 


A policy dealing with Drug Abuse among students was adopted by the School 
Committee. 


Two veteran teachers in the Hopedale School System entered retirement from 
teaching this year; Florence Rose, math teacher at the Hopedale Junior-Senior High 
School, entered retirement in June after nineteen years of service to Hopedale, and 
Mrs. Barbara Baker, art teacher in the elementary schools, retired in November, 
following eighteen years of service here. The retirements were accepted by the 
School Committee with regret and both teachers were wished every success and 
happiness in their retirement. 
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The diversity of the Junior-Senior High School student body was enhanced this 
year by the addition of two exchange students. During the school year 1973-74, 
Miss Luciana Souto from Brazil attended school here, while residing with Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter Cyr and their family. In September of this year, Miss Trene Hansen of 
Copenhagen, Denmark, entered the Hopedale Junior-Senior High School, where : 
she will spend the year completing her high school education. She is residing with _ 
Mr. and Mrs. James Tracy of Daniels Street. j 


The cooperative programs between the Hopedale Schools and the Milford 
Schools were continued this year with students from both Milford and Hopedale 
in special education classes being grouped on a two-town basis, and with the oppor- 
tunity for participation in the career and occupational programs at Milford High 
School being extended to Hopedale Junior-Senior High School students in return 
for use of classroom space in our schools by the Milford system for a special edu- 
cation classroom and a kindergarten classroom. This has been a most beneficial 
arrangement for both communities and it is estimated that this will continue. 


Additionally this year, a request for a student from Nipmuc High School to 
enroll in a course at Hopedale High School, which is unavailable in his own school, 
made it possible to extend the further cooperation to our neighbors on the other 
side. It is hoped that, as the future unfolds, this spirit of cooperation may be fur- 
ther expanded to develop additional program opportunities for students in the 
four-town area. 


Two programs which were started last year, have continued this year, with some 
modification. The teacher aide program at both the elementary and secondary 
levels was continued with some discussion and modification of the role of the 
teacher aide in the Junior-Senior High School. 


Also the release time program for the professional staff, aimed at providing an 
opportunity for the teachers to meet together to address some of the common 
concerns facing the school system, was also continued but was modified from a 
regularly scheduled basis with a set number of days, to an as-needed basis and a 
limit on the total number of days. It was felt that this change would make the 
Program more responsive to specific needs as they developed. 


The School Committee initiated monthly curriculum presentations by members 
of the staff to the School Committee as part of their regular monthly meetings. It 
was felt that these curriculum presentations helped to bridge the gap between the 
School Committee and the members of the teaching staff. It also was seen as a 
device which provided the Committee members with more direct information on 
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the day-to-day conduct of the programs within the school. Members of both 
groups who have participated in these exercises to date have felt them to be a 
positive and rewarding exchange of ideas. 


This year also saw the School Committee contracting transportation operation 
and maintenance of the school buses to an independent transportation contractor. 
The ownership of the vehicles is remaining with the Town of Hopedale. More 
efficient utilization of the total resources was felt to be possible by contracting 
the service aspect of the transportation system with an outside contractor. A con- 
stant re-evaluation will be made and a determination will be made later in the year 
regarding the continuation of this arrangement. 


A considerable amount of maintenance activity took place in the schools during 
the summer months before the opening of school in the fall. Many areas were re- 
painted and roof areas repaired. Burners and boilers were cleaned and repaired 
where necessary. The general level and condition of the schools were found to be 
satisfactory. Concern is still expressed, however, regarding the continued viability 
of the older buildings, and the need for some major maintenance considerations if 
they are to continue in their present utilization. 


In summary, this has been a year of some rather dramatic and drastic changes 
for the school community. The challenges which these changes presented, how- 
ever, were met and successfully resolved. As we look ahead to the demands of the 
future, we do so confidently in the prospect of continuing the quality of the edu- 
cational programs which the citizens of Hopedale have come to expect.

The Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School is operating 
efficiently and effectively in this, our ninth year. We continue to offer many differ- 
ent services to the residents of our regional school district and they have responded 
enthusiastically as the following figures show: 


1. 601 freshmen, sophomore, junior, and senior students in the day program. 

2. 399 men and women in the first session of the Evening Trade Extension 
program. 

3. 405 men and women in the second session of the Evening Trade Extension 
program. 

4. 15 young men in the MDTA Machine-Tool program. 

5. 35 firefighters who participated in the Firefighting Academy program. 


Thus we have offered a large number of people the opportunity to further their 
education and to increase their vocational skills. We have used our school to maxi- 
mum advantage by conducting vocational programs from 8:00 A.M. to 10:00 P.M. 
five days each week. 


At the close of 1974, we feel that the past year was one of satisfactory achieve- 
ment and one in which we continued to maintain the fine standards set in previous 
years. With the completion of our second addition we look forward to a brighter 
and busier future for the Blackstone Valley Regional Vocational Techriical School. 


In closing I want to express my sincere gratitude for the loyalty and cooperation 
of the students, staff, and the School Committee who have made the success of the 
past year possible.

In accordance with Chapter 1166 of the Acts of 1973 and amended by Chapter — 
179 of the Acts of 1974, M.G.L., the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen repre- 
sented Hopedale on this newly formed Board which was created as a budget review 
agency for the County. Since the county budgets are financed through assessments 
on the cities and towns of each county and, thereby, funded by the property tax, 
local oversight of the county budgeting process should increase local understanding ~ 
of county finances and may help to hold the line on property tax increases. 


Only an organizational meeting of the Advisory Board was held during this 
calendar year since most of the budget review takes place between January and 
April each year. At that meeting your delegate from Hopedale was elected as 
Chairman of the Advisory Board. This position also includes participation on the 


Board’s Budget Committee meeting with the county departments to review budget 
requests.

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CENTRAL MASSACHUSETTS 
REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


Nineteen-seventy-four was a year in which the Central Massachusetts Regional 
Planning Commission adjusted to its new and expanded membership structure as 
it reached its full complement of 60 delegates for the first time. It was also the 
first time that the fiscal year ended on June 30 and this caused numerous adminis- 
trative adjustments. Throughout the CMRPC continued its comprehensive regional 
planning programs of various kinds, its support planning activities, and expanded 
its local technical planning assistance efforts. 


Four major reports were completed and endorsed during the year. These includ- 
ed the “Housing Element — 1974,” ““The Housing Needs Study of the Department 
of Community Affairs,” “The Transit Development Program” and the “‘Central 
Massachusetts Solid Waste Study and Plan.”’ The adopted regional plans now num- 
ber six, including solid waste and housing. 


In holding to its responsibility as a “Regional Clearinghouse,” the CMRPC re- 
viewed 60 Federal aid-projects. These projects were valued at over 42 million dol- 
lars. In addition, three zoning referrals along town boundaries were processed as a 
part of the Voluntary Zoning Referral System. 


The technical staff decreased by one member, to include ten professional plan- 
ners, two para-professional, and three secretarial positions, as well as two permanent 
part-time positions. Four student interns were used on occasion throughout the 
year on a part-time basis. The Town of Hopedale has been a member of the regional 
planning district since 1967. Mr. Nicholas Rostanzo serves as its delegate, and Mr. 
Bruce Lutz is the alternate designee.
